State vndec which they lived. And ſeeing by this ruleapo- 
ſtalicall it cannot ſtand with the peace and good eſtate of 
any Church whatſoeuer, to permit ſuch: among them as 
arenotofthem, and to Tn ſuch in their Miniſterie as 
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are aduerſaries:to their lawes and conſtitutions : much wore 
theg is conformitie ſo grounded vpon Scripture, and ſtrenge» 
thened by example of other Churches,deemed by theigodl1- 
eſt, and approved by the wiſeſt, to be no leſſe needfullinthis 
preſent ſciſme andrent of the Church of Engiand, then was 
pitch forthe Arke of Noah floating vpon the water,and mor- 
ter for tle ruines of the T'cmpleexpoſed to therniury of wind 
and weather, without which the one could not but preſently 
ſinke,and the othernotlong continue. 

And,for as much asſomefewe among vs in theirpriuate 
opinions diflent from vs, not onely godly politieteacheth,

Biſhop, are nocther then belongeth to ail parſons of pariſh 
Churches, and conſequently thateuery parſonis a Biſhop. 
That there is no viſible Church miniſteriall, beſides the pa- 
riſh Churches, andthat they as depending vpon no other, 
nor ſubie& to any other, nor parts or members of any other, 
haue abſolute authoritic and power, as wel of gouerrment as 
of teaching within themſeiues,and ſo conſequenily,there are 
no cathederal Churches, And, as oneabſurgitie being gran- 
ted,a thouſand will followe, fo vpon theſe p! oemiſes, which 


without proote,he taketh for granted, heinferreth theſe five

honour to the trve God, But, one of theſe meanes of divine 
worſhip being; an humane invention, heſaith,to be the ſtate of

meit, with the 2iniſteries & offices proper to them, For an 
(wer to whi: h arzument, I denie the 4/7 N O Rpropoſition, 
which conliſteth of 2,parts,meanes of divine w orthip,& hu- 
manc invention. And becauſe he bringeth no proote ofhis 
M I NO Rbeingtheſubie& of his diſputation, which all op« 
ponents ougFttodoe, Iwilldifproneir, and each part of its 
And firſt, Dioceſan & pyouinciall Churches viing governe 
ment,and their miniſteries, which are of Archbiit:ops, & Bi 
ſhop;, were neverintended by the founders of them,nor ys» 
ſed by the officers & miniſters ofth:m,nor held by the defeni= 
dours, & maintainers otthem, nor conceiued by men of ve 
derſtanding, to be any mcanes of diuine worſhip but of go« 
uernment, God can be,and is worthipp:d, without theſe,and 
was worlhippedas ſincerely as now hee is, whentiiey were 
not, but the Ecclcfisſticall ſtate vnder a km2dome cannotbe 
peaceably gouerned withouttheſe. God1s worſhipped abke 
mn Genen4 and in Exg/anathough this gonernmeont and theſe 
offices, arc not in Genewa which arc in Exz/and , Ard Godis 
worſhipped as fincerely,and as fully, and aryple!y 10 our pa 
riſh Churches as in our cathederal chnrciies, and by ordinarie. 
pmu_ by Biihops, ſo that their minitteries and high cal. 
ings doe not afforde them any greater or ether meanes to 
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worſhip God; then they had when they were firſt admitted 
to be prinate miniſters. But their places, and high caJlings do 
ſtrengthen andarme them «ith authoritie for the better go. | 
uerning of the churches which are committed to them, wher- 
as being but priuate miniſters, they had no ſuch charge of 
gouernment, Theſe things thereforeare not morall or doari: 
nall,& theretore belong not vnto wortkip, but poliricall,and 
therefore belong vnto government. And according to the 
courſc of the hoty Bible,that which 1s political} & that which 
15-morall, being of fundrie natures, are to be diſtinguiſhed the 
one [rom the other. Godin his word eſtablithed 4. lawes a- 
mong his people,one politicall , whichgid bind the lewes to 
the obſ{crnation of 1t,but, 1twas not impoſed vpon other na- 
tions that tieyſhould be bound to recciue it, further then that

ther ceremoniall which was to abide 1n torce till the coming 
of our Saujour,and by his death to be aboliſhed, fo that now 
ceremonies veder the Goſpell doe ceale, excepting thoſe on- 


1y which ſerue, not for worſhip, but decenſie,comlineſle, and 
-goodorder, and {o the primitiue Church did1n the dayes of 


the Apollles, and the Church of Genens now doth deuiſe 
ceremonies, witnes their owne Bcoke of Lawes, and that all 
Churches may doe the like,witnes Caluin, Bezs,Yr/mw,their 


- owne Doors, The third morall,which centaincth rules of 
Gods worſhip, whichwas from the beginning,and mult con- 


.tinue as a patterne of holines tothe ende, and bindeth all to 


the obſeruation ofit. But this is no partofthatlawe,and all 


theſe three Lawes differ in nature one from the other, Se- 
-condly, that ſuch Churches, and Church offices, arenot hu- 


mane inventions, Iproue by cuidentdemonſtration, For, 
the firſt Church miniſteriallthateuer was, had ordination 
from God, which was the Church of the Iewes vnder 4aron 
and his ſucceſlours, and that Church was both Dioceſan, 
and provinciall,and alſpnationall, havingallrites andiuriſ. 
diction which a Dioceſan,or prouinciall, or naticnall church 
eucr had or coulde hauc, Alſo vnder the Goſpell, Saint 
Pani 
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Paul by warram from the holy Ghoſt, appointed Timorhy a | 
 ., provinciall Biſhop of Epheſus, hauing many Biſhops vnder | 
him, and Tiz«s a nationall Biihop oner all the kingdome of __ 
Crete, having many Churches and Biſhops vnder him, wit- Tit. 5, 
neſle not onely the Scriptures,but alſo Za/ebins,his wordes * 
being theſe : Timotbens ſaxe primns Ephefine parectie, ficwt & 
Titns (retenſinm Eccleſiarum Epiſcopatum ſorius ſeribitur. Ti- L. 3.6.4. 
motby was the firſt Biſhop of the whole przcinQ of Fpheſwr, 
inas ample manneras 7izzs of all the Churches of Creete. 
Thus have Itrecd our Church Government yader Dioce- 
ſan and Provinciail Biſhops, from that ſlanderous imputa- 
tion of idolatry , ſecing their inſtitution is of God, andno 
way oppolite to his commandement, 
in his ſecond argument, he defineth that onely to be a vi- 
fible Church , which 1s indued with outward ſpirituall go- 
uernment. And ſo.concludeth,that there can be no Dioceſan 
or Prouinciall,or Nationall Church,nor by a conſequent,a- 
ny ſuch Biſhop, but pnely pariſh Churches, and by the like 
conſequent,pariſh Biſhops. Thereafon of this ſequell, he 
produceth onely this: Becauſe,if there might be ſuch Dioce- 
{an, or Provinciall , or Nationall Churches miniſtertall, or 
indved with Church government, then alſo would it follow, 
that there might be a Catholike, or vniverſall Church, vitt- 
ble miniſteriallz and ſo by a conſequent,. the Papiſts might 
lawfully inforce a Catholike gouernment, and fo eſtabliſh 
the Papacie againe. 
Tothbeſcquell of which ſequel I anſwer; it 1s no good 
conſequence, that; it being granted one may bea Biſhop o- 
ver one Dioceſle, Prouince, or Nation : therefore one may 
bee a Biſhoppe ouer the world, For firſt , one. Biſhoppe 
cannot gouerne the whole worlde , conſiſting of manie- 
Kingdomes, Oligarchics,and Democraticall (tates,and fub- 
ie to ſeuerall Princes,and temporall gonernours,as he can 
one Dioceſle, Prouince, or Nation, {ubie& toone ſeculzr 
Prince. And ſecondly,we haue no example of any vniuer- 
ſall Bilhoppe that cuer was ſince the beginning of- the 
world; not the Pope hupſelfe , whici chalengeth that title, -

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For the eaſt part ofthe world, which is the Grecke Church, 
was neuer yet ſubic vnto him, neither could be induced to 


vle the ſame rites,cercraonies, & leitourgic which he vſcth, 


But ofprovinciall and nationall Biſhops , wee have exam- 
= out of the Scriptures : the high Prieſtes among the 


ewes were ſo ordainedof God, & that office not only cere-, 
. emoniall,butalſo politically which otficc,ſo farce as it was po- 


lticail, might as well continew,and be executed inthe ſame 
Temple by Sint /emes, the firſt Archbiſhopof Ieruſulem 
vader the Goſpel, as it was by the high Prieſts vnder the 
La's, that which was ceremonizll 2eing abolithed, eucn as 
the obſeruation of the Sabaoth, beeing partly ceremoniall, 
& partly morall,the ceremony being out of date,that which 
is morall,doth abide..Qur Sauiour in the Goſpel refo;med 


5* the Temple, but he did not plucke it downe; to thew that it

Having anſwered his arguments, we will come to his ſup- 
poſitions, and bare coniettures, which without thei of arts

iſhop,or ordirary Paſtour,anda Dioceſan titular Biſhop, 
who hath a bare title abouc others, but no Fpiſcepalliuriſ- 
diction at all: theſe two ſortesit pleaſcth lum to allow, A 
Dioceſan ruling Biſhop,which hath morc power than Par- 
ſons of pariſh Churches, yet not ſole power touule in his 
Diocelle,a Dioccſan Lord Biſhop*which ruleth by his ſole 
avthoritie,a Patriarkezand a Pope;zwhich foure ſcrtshecon- 
demneth as repugnant to the lawes of the Scriptures . To 
ſpeake therefore of the firſt, which is but a Parſon of a pa- 
nihz what example can he alledge to proue, thateuer there 
was, orplaccof Scripiure to proue that there ought to be 
ſuch a Biſhop? His bare opinion without proofe,can be no 
ſatisfaQtion to perſwadeothers,howſocuer in his owne con- 
ceit,he may pleaſchimſelfe, He alledgeth,that all Biſhops 
mentionedin thenew Teltamenr, and 1n the Ecclehiaſticall 
writers which were within 200. ycares aftcr our Sauiour 
Chiiſl, were ſuch Biſhops .

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Such pregnant examples ,all making agamſthim, and - 
none for him, that ye mayknow what motiue hath induced 
him to write, that all Biſhoppes within 2co.yeares menti- 
oned in Exſebixe, were but pariſh Biſhops : ſurely he ſuffe- 
red himſelte willingly&o be deceived by the taHacyegcalled, 
fallacia figure dRionts, For, Enſebirs({aith he) [heweth thatthe 
Churches of molt famous Cities, were but pariſhes onely,as 
the parith of /ern/alem, the parith of Epheſne, of Alexandria, 


as to take that weake aduantage of the word,and ſo to inter- 
pretthat Latine wordparechie,pariſhin the Engliſhtongue?

uangehſt, and did firſt connert the Citizens of Alexanaris, 
and jaſticuted many Churches there, ſhould not haue autho- 
rity over his owne Churches, which his ſelfe inſtituted, but 
onely paſtorall authority ouer one of them, becauſe hee was 
Alexendrine Eccleſie adrmingſIrator, gouernour of the Church 
of Alexanaria:as Enſebins writeth.

Laſt of all, Patriarchical Chyrches(ſaith he)beganne ſome. 
times beforethe councell of Nice. I anſwer, theretore they are 
of more credit then the Presbyterie, which beganne bur with 
Maiſter Caam. And as forthat Councell, it was in the pure 
age of the primitiue Church, before corruption crept in, it 
was thefir{t general councell,and therefore of greater autho«» 
ritie,called by the Empcrour and not by the Pope, and there- 
fore freeſt from ſuſpition,a Greeke,and nota Letme Councel, 
therefore more ſincere, And whereas it ſeemeth to him, that 
patriarchical Biſhops began but ſometime before the Coun. 
ccll of Nice, it feemeth tothe Councelit ſelfe,that they began 
long before, becauſe the Canon it ſelfe ſpeaketh in this man- 
mer:

thcir great Increaſe, as not able to afſemile in one p/ace,di- 
uided themſclues into many congregations, vpon the perlſe. 
cutien of S. Stephen,as Mr. lacob atfirmeth,butthey were ma- 
ny churches at the firſts T hauc already proucd,being ſeuc- 


eA1,8.1. ral nattons,and ſpeaking ſeuerallJanguages,and thoſe many 


churches were ſcattered as itis written; Agreat perſecution was 
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raiſed againff the church of leruſale, & they were ſcattered abroad 
through the regrons of Indeag Sandaria.In which words the ho- 
ly Ghoſt calleth /er»/a/rm but one Church , which wee 
haueproued to haue conſiſted ofdiuerſe congregations, & bes 
cauſe all thoſe congregations were but one church,therefore 
they could not be diuided bodies abſolute of them(ſclues, &c, 
And,wheras Mr,1acob obictcth that theſe congregations ſo 
divided, were not to be called churches,becauſe theywere vii 
certaine,and but occaſionall, I anſwerythat ſo were all other 
churches in time ofperſecution,cuenthoſe churches which he 
mentioneth out of /gxarie,tor as giuch as al the time of [gne« 
2199 there was perſecution, & long after his time, & theretore 
they were but occaſzonall, & vncertaine, But this diſprouecth 
me not, but that I do rightly alledge againſt him, that the be- 
lecuers in /er#/a/e were more then could;be aſſembled in one 
congregation,& ſoin Atxendria,and other cities, Secondly, 
he gocth about to proue that cuery congregation is a diuided 
body abſolutein 1; ſelfe, becauſe the Scriptures (till ſpeake of

auth one baptiſme, oc. To which Ianſwer,that theſe words are

Jeſus Chriſt, for one head cannot have many divided bodies. 
And therfore this argumet maketh againſt himſelfe, The 
whole church is but one, & therefore pariſh charches are but 
members ofthat one,and notdiuided bodies, for vnites wow po- 
teſt dmiai,that which is but one cannot be diuided. 

And that every pariſh,or particular congregation muſt vſe 
goucrnment withinit ſclfe 3 he taketh vpon him to proue b 
the wordes of our Saujour: // thy brother treſp ifſe a:ainſt thes, 
goe tell bins biz fant betw:ene thee & himelone if be heare thee, 
thou haſt won thy brother 5) he heare thee wot, take n1th thee one 
or two, that by the month of two or three witne(ſe1 enery thing may 
bs confirmed if he refuſe to hears them tel{it unto the church,if be 
refn/e 10 heere the church Jet him be tothee 43 a beatben and « pub- 
lican.Out of theſe words (laith he) is proved that cuery ordis 
nary congregation is a proper viſible Church, and a viſible

our Saniorr could not baxe ſpoken to chrifliant after this mancr of 
the lewes, unicſſe he bad appronea this maner of excommunication.

Hee faith jr is* 
plainegthe people had their tree elefgn of their Bilhops in 
the daics of /gnatiar; becauſe in one epiltle hee writeth theſe 
words : Prepon efiymmes ecciefia thoou cheirotone/as ton epiſ- 
cop3e wen; which ignorantly he engl:ſhethin this waner: 
| Itis meete for you, being the church of God, to choole by 
common conſent your Biſhop. Firſt, itis well knowne, that 
when /pnatime lived , which was 10 the very infancy of the 
Church, there was neither any certaine maintenance for the 
Miniſters, nor any ſetled eftate ofa Church, bur all liued 
vpon the benevolence of the people. Secondly, this word 
Church, fignificth not the people,butthe Ecclelialticall per- 
ſons,as before I haue ſhewed you oat of Mr, Bezs, Third- 
ly, nolearned man would haue tranſlated this word(cheire.
